Well perhaps but the U boat is a really crummy example of a WW2 submarine. 
The American submarines were vastly better that the U boat which was 
essentially their WW1 boat with a few improvements - it was really an 
submersable boat rather than a submarine with poor endurance, speed, and 
maneuverabilty under water. Some of the U boats that first saw action in 
WwW2 still used open knife switches to control some electrical functions. 


Good thing too. Think what Doenitz would have done with a few hundred 
American submarines. The Germans had constructed the elektraboat by 
the end of the war which was a very capable submarine but it was to late 


(just like the jets and V2 and the atomic bomb... gives me the willies!). 


All the Elektraboats were scuttled at the end of the war to prevent them 
falling into the hands of the allies. As for U boats, they wound up in 
amazing places besides Chicago - Doenitz ordered those at sea to go to the 
allies and surrender and the British and Americans had so many that they took 
a bunch out to sea and scuttled them but at least one saw service in one 
of the Scandanavian country's submarine fleet until about 1960.

They were all about the same. The American subs were a bit larger, but not 
significantly different. I've been told that the Japanese and Italian subs 
were a bit smaller. Walking through U-505 and comparing it to American 
subs, I was struck by the similarities - much of the equipment is in the 
same place. This is no accident; before the war, there was lots of visiting 
between fleets, and everyone took notes. Subs are also designed for 
function, so I would expect everyone to do about the same thing. Sailing in 
submarines was a tough life, they weren't called "Pig Boats" for nothing. 
Men sailed in those things for about two months at a time. It was mostly 
long periods of boredom, punctuated by minutes or hours of terror.

Folk; 


I am working on an SX-42. It's a radio again! I have now replaced approx 30 
wax caps and some of the small ‘lytics. Normally I don't do this as a 
preemptive strike, but most of the voltages were off by a country mile, 
indicating tremendous leakage. Some of those caps are very hard to get to! 

I guess it's a common problem. 


By the way, check the high value resistors, they are mostly drifted way up. 
Just about every Johnson, National and Halli of this vintage I have worked 
on seems to be like this. Not the mil-stuff£ though. I guess they did use 
higher grade components. 


There were a couple of toasted resistors (toastistors)as well as the S-meter 
pot. I thought this might have been caused by leakage, but after replacing 
stuff the S-meter moves but all is not right yet. Voltages on 2nd RF are 


dead wrong and band 1 is very weak. 


Unfortunately, the schematic I got off of BAMA is kind of hard to read. Can 
anyone do a high-res scan of an original?? (it would be good thing to add 
this to the bama archive as well, it is a great resource.) BTW, the stamp 
on the side indicates the "second run". I think the schematics were subtly 
different. 


Anyway, the parts of this rig that work sound very, very good. This is the 
first FM boatanchor I've done, and it is a bit of an adventure. I think that 
once it's in top shape, It will be one of my favorites. 


p.s. Any mod/improvement thoughts out there? Lower noise first RF, IF 
filter modules (Kiwa had an artical on one for this rig).

You're right - that makes it much easier to figure out!

Commonly there are bypass capacitors from EACH side of the line to the 


chassis, and the line cord is TWO wire. Navy shipboard power systems were 
(and may still be) UN grounded. Each circuit floated.

Without a good chassis ground, the voltage divider provided by the two 
bypass caps causes the chassis to be at half the line voltage in your 
house, where one side of the line is at or near ground potential. Fix the 
problem as follows: 


VVV NV 


It turns out that my TV-7D/U does not have bypass caps connected to the 
chassis of the TV-7, at least not before the power supply transformer. 


I checked AC current to ground through a resistor, and found it to be 
non-measurable with my meter (need to try a better meter). A few 
milliamps will still kill, of course, so I need to find the problem. 


The voltage I'm seeing on the chassis is 108-130V - seems to vary a bit, 
possibly with settings on the unit.

"Is it possible for AC circuits to create an AC voltage on metal nearby, 
just like the transformer is doing internally?" 


Yes. Any ungrounded conductor in an electric field will form a capacitive 
voltage divider between the hv source, and ground. Thus, it will assume a 
floating potential somewhere between ground and the high potential source. 
That's why in a hv laboratory or power station everything metal is grounded, 
so you don't get an unpleasant surprise when you touch it. The same thing 
will occur in a transformer with a floating winding next to the hv winding - 
it will be somewhere above ground potential. With hv equipment it is always 
good practice to ground everything to eliminate the floating chassis and 


shock problem. 


But, with 108-130 volts, it definitely points to a capacitor/leakage 
problem.
